NEW ORGANIZATION. 

Rev. J. F. Sponseller, after an interesting series of ings held at Ohio 
Grove, organized a church with twenty-five members on the 29th day of De- 
cember, 1893. They assumed the name Grace Lutheran church. They apply 
for membership in this Synod, and wish to be recognized as part of the Min- 
neapolis pastorate. You will no doubt extend them a welcoming hand and 
grant their prayer. 

CHURCHES DEDICATED UNTO THE WORSHIP OF GoD. 

St. Paul’s church of Garnett, Kansas, Kev. J. Nelson Lentz, pastor, dedi- 
cated their new house of worship December 4, 1892. The pastor was assisted 
in this joyful event by Rev. 5. B. Barnitz, D. D., of Des Momes, la., and Rev. 
Jacob A. Clutz, D. D., of Midland College. Theirs is a substantial and com- 
modious structure, worthy of their own noble efforts and of the city, and a 
credit to the Evangelical Lutheran church. Lents 
a workman from the beginning of his ministry. 

St. John’s church of Wellington, Kansas, Rev. K. B. Whitehill, pastor, sup- 
posed their previous labors of love all lost, and their future prospects ruined 
forever, by the desolating storm which passed over them on the memorable 
27th day of May, 1892. No leader could have borne the shock with more of 
an iron nerve, nor have gone to work with sterner will, than their leader. The 
church had recently done all it could in paying, but after the storm went to 
work on old debts in earnest and settled them. An appeal was made to the 
Church at large for help to build anew, and by their generous response, to- 
gether with help from friends and neighbors, a new building was erected, and, 
wonderful to tell, paid for, largec, lovelier, and better equipped than the old 
one. The feast of dedication occurred on January 15, 1893, at which assist- 
ance was rendered by Rev. Jacob A. Clutz, D. D., of Midland College, and 
Rev. J. A. Lowe, of Wichita, Kansas. 

The First Church of Kansas City, Mo., Rev. J. M. Cromer, pastor, was dedi- 
cated to the worship of the Triune God on April 9, 1893. The occasion was 
one of unusual interest and extraordinary work in spiritual things, participated 
in by Rev. M. Khodes, D. D., of St. Louis, Mo.; Rev. S. B. Barnitz. Lb. D. of 
Des Moines, Ia.; Rev. Jacob A. Clutz, D. D., and Kev. W. H. Wynn, D. D., 
of Midland College; Rev. Geo. A. Bowers, D. I)., of St. Louis, Mo.; Rev. 
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H. M. Geiger, D. D., of Valley Falls, Kan.; Rev. J. B. McAfee, of Topeka; 
Rev. W. F. Rentz, of Atchison; Rev. J. M. Ruthrauff, of Dixon, IIL; Rev. 
Holmes Dysinger, D. D., Rev. F. D. Altman, Rev. J. H. Cromer, and others. 
What shall be said of this temple in which we are assembled? Lift up 
thine eyes and behold! Her beauty and perfection shine everywhere, and 
speak with an eloquence that needs no aid of mine. We know something of 
the struggle of this church on their way thither. Here is a monument to 
their persistence, toil, and liberality; here stands in lasting form of architecture 
and coloring of art, the materialization of their leader’s deep thought of mind 
and heroism of heart, a building with which the names of Rev. and Mrs. 
J. M. Cromer are inseparable and forever bound. 

For all these we are filled with gratitude to God, and pray that their mate- 
rial glory shall be surpassed by the glorious presence of Him who filleth all 
things.

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F. Trefe on May 30th, who supplied the church of Peabody during four 
months. | 
The labors of these young brethren were attended with divine blessing. 
Rev. Samuel Wood, Congregationalist, supplied the church at Salina three 
months. 
Rev. D. Scholl has rendered valuable service at Vinland during the year 
Dr. Stough supplied Effingham several years until February 1, 1893. 
DISMISSAL. | 


Rev. C. A. Eyler asked and on January 27, 1893, was granted a letter of dis- 
missal from this Synod to unite with that of New York and New Jersey. 


VACANCIES. | 

Bunker Hill, Chapman, Elisworth, Hardy, Hayes City, Long Island, Man- 
chester, New Cambria, Norcatur, Oberlin, Vinland, Greenleaf, and Wichita 
pastorates are vacant, in all twenty churches and five hundred and thirty-three 
members. Two-fifths of our congregations, and nearly one-fifth of our people, 
are as sheep having no shepherd. We have on our clerical roll the names of 
sufficient men to supply these places, men who have passed the prime of their 
strong manhood, but whose mature years, and ripe Christian character would 
bring blessings into every home in which they were made welcome, men who 
would love to spend their remaining strength in the Master's service. It isa 
supreme pity that on the one hand we have these vacant and suffering churches, 
and on the other these men not utilized. 

MIDLAND COLLEGE AND SEMINARY. 

Last year the College reported the largest enrollment in the history of the 
school. This year again comes the word, We have onened with an enroll- 
ment of over ene hundred,” at least ten or twelve in advance of the opening 
last year. When we remember the severity of the times, this increase gives 
most happy surprise. The distinctive movement forward within the post year 
is the opening of a theological department with a class of seven excellent 
young men. This is especially gratifying and encouraging, as it is the crown- 
ing design of the institution. It ought to inspire the weak churches with the 
hope of supply, and the strong with confidence, and make the liberality of all 
to abound in the support of students and in the much needed Endowment 
Fund. | 

STATE OF RELIGION. 

We have recently received reports from twenty-seven churches, of which 
four have been vacant most of the year and four have been vacant a short 
time, the others working in the fullness of their strength. 

Attendance upon divine worship is reported as stationary by thirteen, as 
growing by ten, and as diminishing by one of these churches. 

The majority of reports show that communicants are faithful in the use of 
the means of grave. About sixty-five per cent. of the children and youth at- 
tend public worship. Our congregations contain about twenty per cent. of 
non-professors of religion. 
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Five churches have been blessed with special religious awakenings and oth- 
ers report steady growth. Many of our churches have enjoyed the presence 
and work of the Holy Spirit in their midst in an unusual degree, both in the 
conversion of souls and sanctification and growth in grace of all membership. 
Three pastors report no prayer-meeting, thirteen report one, ten report two 
and three. When asked what per cent. of the church membership attend 
these meetings regularly, they reply fifty-five per cent.; but many have, per- 
haps, misapprehended the question. The baptism of children is by nearly all 
faithfully attended to; but in family worship and religious instruction in the 
home about half report that few attend to it, and the other half that the ma- 
jority do so, although the duty is urged by the ministry in pastoral visitation, 
and particularly in public instruction. 

The Sunday-school work is faithfully kept up. About 44 per cent. of the 
members of the church attend the schools, but not many of the children are out 
of the schools. Nineteen per cent. of the scholars are from families not pro- 
fessedly religious. Our own periodicals are used in all but one of our schools. 
The catechism is taught in one-half of them. Sixteen co-operate in mission 
work, four do not. All the congregations report some regular system of 
benevolence, and about 30 per cent. of the membership are identified with 
some missionary organization. 

About half of the church officials are faithful in their labors. One-third of 
the ministry do not regularly receive their salary. 

To every man his work. Whatsoever God calls thee to do in His vineyard, 
that is important. Let us each one feel the responsibility resting upon us. 
No other can do thy work, and thou canst not thyself when the night cometh. 
Take up the cross faithfully and bear it after the Master. His grace is sufh- 
cient for thee. 

You have my grateful acknowledgment of kindness in calling me to this 
high office and your help in the discharge of its duties; and praying that the 
office with its responsibilities to you.

Report of Trustees of Orphans’ Home. 

Your Trustees of our Orphans’ Home at Loysville, Pa., were not at its an- 
nual Board meeting, held June 13, 1893, in the main building of the Home. 
Distance and expenses precluded our attendance. We learned, however, from 
the little paper published by the Home itself, and our church periodicals, that 
the aggregate receipts of the Home exceeded its expectations for the year 
ending at that time, But a considerable part of the year’s receipts was from 
bequests, and the State of Pennsylvania, in payment for the maintenance of 
its wards. This latter source of revenue now wholly ceases, as the Soldiers’ 
Orphans have been withdrawn. The number of Church orphans on the roll, 
at the annual meeting of the Board, was 96, of whom 52 are boys, and 44 are 
girls. In addition to these there were 10 others who were not supported by 
the Church. There is room in the Home for many others, but the want of 
funds to support, precludes their being received. While we rejoice in the in- 
creased interest that is being taken in this important work by our churches 
and Sabbath-schools, yet it is a fact that not a single Synod contributes suf- 
ficient funds to support the orphans from its own territory, actually in the 
Home. We recommend, therefore : 

1. That the mere pittance of 4 cents per member, apportioned to our 
Synod, be not regarded as all that we should do for so deserving a cause. 

2. That “Children’s Day” collections be more generally observed and 
urged, and the proceeds applied as directed by the General Synod.

Report of the Delegates to the General 

ton, Ohio, in May of this year, are gratified at being able to report that a full 
delegation of this Synod, both clerical and lay, were in attendance upon the 
meeting of the general body. 

The interval which has elapsed between eee 
and the meeting of this body has been of such length as permitted the publi- 
cation and distribution of the Minutes of the General Synod, and thereby has 
brought to the knowledge of the members of this body the entire proceedings 
of the general body. It is therefore manifestly needless to recite to you 
lengthily the action of the General Synod on all the various subjects which 
occupied its time, since you are familiar with that action through the medium 
of its printed minutes. 

We however call the attention of the Wass facts : 

1. The very wonderful growth of the Woman's Home and Foreign Mission 
work in the period of twelve years which have elapsed between the origina- 
tion of that work in Canton, Ohio, and this meeting of the General Synod at 
that place. 

2. To this Synod, located in a Prohibitory State, the action of the General 
Synod on the subject of Temperance is peculiarly welcome. 

J Our Synod will need to bear in mind the addition of a new item of ap- 
portionment in the interest of the Deaconess work; and also the increase of 
the apportionment for the Board of Education. 

4 The revision of the Hymns and Tunes of the Book of Worship is among 
the notable things authorized by the last General Synod. 

§. The founding of a Theological Seminary at Omaha, Neb., is one of the 
things the General Synod authorized the Board of Education to do. There 
was a provisional clause by which it was ordered that if the Board of Educa- 
tion finds itself unable to begin at once at (maha, it be empowered to make 
temporary provision for theological instruction at Midland College, which has 
happily been arranged for. 

6. A deficit in the apportionment of this Synod for the General Synod’s 
Treasury, would have prevented your <iclegates receiving their mileage, had 
not the Treasurer of our Synod most generously advanced for the Synod the 

deficit. 

1 The one and only subject on which your delegates went instructed by 
this body, was that of the Catechism. This we report to you as being still in 
the process of some species of evolution, the end of which no man knoweth. 

8. The General Synod has apportioned to this Synod the following amounts 
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to be raised for benevolence: Foreign Missions, $622.00; Home Missions, 
$709.00; Church Extension, $622.00; Board of Education, $266.00; Pastors’ 
Fund, $145.00; General Synod Treasury, $43.00; Deaconess Board, $18.00.
